TO  The  Chairman  and  Members, 

Petersfield  Urban  District  Council, 


I  beg,  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  1939.  The  delay  in  presentation  is  due  to  the 
delay  in  receipt  of  Registrar  General's  Returns,  on 
which  the  vital  statistics  are  based.  The  Report 
is  considerably  curtailed  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

* 

The  outbreak  of  7ar  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
diverted  much  attention  to  A.R.P.  and  Evacuation  Schemes. 
Many  new  health  problems  had  to  be  solved,  but  in  spite 
of  these  additional  burdens,  the  health  services  of  the 
district  were  maintained  at  a  high  level.  This  is 
reflected  in  the  Vital  Statistics  which  show  that  the 
General  Death  Rate  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  were 
considerably  lower  than  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  also  lower  and  it  is  very 
satifactory  to  record  that  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate 
was  nil , 

Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Surveyor’s  and  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Departments  in 
the  preparation  of  this  Report.

They  are  housed  at  the  Council's  depot  in  Heath  Road 
and  the  service  generally  has  proved  adequate  during 
the  year.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 
MATERNITY  AND  CHILD j;JELHARE_  CENTRE 


A  local  committee  of  voluntary  helpers  is  responsible 
for  this  popular  centre  which  does  much  good  work  in  the 
district.  Thd- Clinic  meets  on  Wednesdays  at  Ramshill,  has 
a  Medical  Officer  in  attendance,  and  is  well  attended. 

The  Centre  is  supported  mainly  py  voluntary  subscriptions, 
so  that  relief  can  be  given  'in  ' the  form  of  extra  nourishment, 
hospital  or  .convalescent  home  treatment,  in  necessitous 
and  deserving  cases.  !tHome  helps/1  for  mothers  during 
confinement  and  illness  is  also  another  most  useful  service 
provided  by  this  Centre.:.

HOSPITALS 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Petersf ield  Isolation  Hospital  Committee.  The 
accommodation  has  proved  adequate  during  the  year 
for  cases  from  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  though 
the  provision  of  cubicles  or  side-wards  would  help 
considerably  in  the  general  management  of  this  Hospital. 

An  efficient  steam  disinfector  is  available  for  the 
sterilisation  of  articles  from  infected  homes. 

For  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases,  the 
pe tersf ie Id  Hospital  of  32  beds,  maintained  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  meets  the  requirements  of  the  area. 

SPECIAL  HOSPITALS 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  for  beds 
in  other  hospitals  for  the  following  medical  services, 
viz.,  Maternity,  Orthopaedic,  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Pyrexia,  Opthahnia  Neonatorum. 

SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL 

The  County  Council  provide  arrangements  for 
removal  of  cases  to  a  hospital  at  Winchester. 

SANATORIA 

Sanatoria  for  Tuberculosis  patients  are  provided 
by  the  County  Council  at  Bishopstoke  and  Chandlers  Ford 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegiti- 
-mate'Tnf ants  and  Homeless  Children  and  Mental  Defectives. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Petersfield  Public  Assistance  Institution  has 
accommodation  for  54  patients:  25  men,  27  women,  and 
2  beds  for  maternity  cbses.
